THAT IS PRESIDENT'S POSITION. 


Allies Irritated by Minister .Bowen 


Appeal to Mr. Roosevelt—Don't 


Want to go to Hague. 


Washington, Feb. 6—It is learned to- 


day from an official in high authority 
that President Roosevelt has express- 


ed himself most emphatically against 
the renewed suggestion of the allied' 
powers that he act as arbiter in the 
Venezuelan dispute. It is understood 
that JL.S determination in this matter 
is fixed and that he has so informed 
both Minister Bowen and also the rep- 
resentatives of the other powers. 


Washington, Feb. 6—Much disap- 


pointment is felt in official circles here 
tnat a lack of personal sympathy be- 
tween Minister Bowen and Sir Mich- 
ael Herbert should threaten to prevent 
the speedy settlement of the Venezue- 
lan trouble. It has been known for 
several days that their relations have 
been strained, while those existing be- 
tween the Venezuelan representative 
and Ambassador Mayor 
and Count 


Quadt and Baron von Sternberg have 
been most cordial. 


The explanation made, is that the 


two are apart both temperamentally 
and officially. Mr. Bowen is typically 
an American and impatient of red tape 
and quibbling methods of European, 
diplomacy. Several 
times fie has 


found it necessary to express this im- 
patience and to intimate that if the 
foreign representatives persist in use- 
less delays he would have to call his 
mission at an end and return to Vene- 
zuela. 


These warnings were taken good na- 


turedly by the envoys of Germany and 
Italy who apparently -were pleased to 
see the responsibility for progress, or 
its lack, thrown upon the head of the 
British embassy. Ambassador Herbert 
was alreauy chafing under the false po- 
sition into which his home govern- 
ment had been thrust by the astute- 
ness of Germany which threatened to 
impair the much valued friendship of 
the United States and this, added to 
•his ill health, has, it is said, caused 
him to be 
exceedingly 
irritable at

St. Louis, Feb. 6.—William Paul ot

is dead as the result of a fall from a 
six story window of the Southern ho- 
tel. His skull was fractured and his 
left arm was broken. When picked up 
on the pavement .Paul was uncon- 
scious. He was taken 
back to his 


room in the hotel where he died soon 
after. 
The singer was leaning from 


the window when he is supposed 
to 


have lost hiis balance. 
He plunged 


out head foremost striking the tele- 
graph wires opposite the second story 
window. These broke his fall but did 
not save his life. It was reported that 
Mr. Paul threw-himself from the win- 
dow but nothing authentic could be 
Isamed.

They represented their father 
as 


being a poor laboring man who had 
met with an accident, which incapac- 
itated him for work and left them the 
sole support of the invalid and aged 
grandmother.

In both Columbus and Newark tne 


youthful imposters excited the sus-

THE SQUIRREL SKIN FAD 


How the Latest Fashion In 


Fur Coats Was Started. 


BEILLIAUT IDEA OF A PABISIAN

A government found itself with tens 


of millions of soft, gray syulrrel skins 
on its hands. These it could not get 
rid of. One day a famous dressmaker 
of Paris heard of these skins and a 
brilliant Idea came to him. He saw 
how he might become very rich. 


"I will make a market for your 


skins," he is said to have told the gov- 
ernment, "if you will make it worth 
my while." 


Now the government—which is that 


of Russia, for this is a true story—was 
very anxious to turn its vast stock of 
skins into currency, and an agree- 
ment, they say, was made with the 
Paris dressmaker. That is how the 
squirrel skin coat fashion is said to 
have started and why a certain maker 
of ooats for the aristocracy of the 
French capital has developed much 
wealth in the past few months, says 
the New "Xork World. 


The only gray squirrel skins in the 


world that are soft enough and fine 
enough to make beautiful garments are 
those of Russia. 
Only Russian skins 


are used in the garments seen in New 
York. These skins pass as currency in 
Siberia, and the peasants often pay 
their taxes In them, the government 
having accepted them from time im- 
memorial. In consequence, vast stores 
of the skins are in the possession of 
the" government. As they produce no 
Income, the officials are constantly 
seeking some means of disposing of 
them. 


The fashionable dressmaker found 


his work easy. He made up some beau- 
tiful coats of the skins and induced a 
number of his leading patrons to buy 
and wear them. Immediate success fol- 
lowed. The new coats caught the fash- 
ionable fancy, and the dressmaker was 
swamped with orders for the garments. 
In an astonishingly short fime the fash- 
ion had spread to London, Berlin and 
New York and thence throughout che 
civilized world. The Paris dressmaker 
reaped a double reward—from the in- 
troduction of the fashion and the sale 
of the coats. 


As many as 5,000 skins are used in a 


single garment, but a very short coat 
may be made of 150, and 300 are gener- 
ally used. .There are from fifteen to 
thirty days' work for one man in a gar- 
ment. 
'The Siberian squirrel looks irfce the 


" American squirrel, A cheerful, active, 


bustling animal, it increases with great 
Rapidity and.is trapped with ease. The 
mostfcommon sort of trap is made in 
the fork of a hollow tree. Here a store 
of nuts is set, and the section of wood 
upon which the squirrel must stand to 


'.reach the-nuts is set on a kind of pivct, 


so that-the squirrel's weight causes the 
bottom, so to speak, to fall out of the 
,tree fprk, and the animal is suddenly 
dropped down through the hollow trunk 
Into a little chamber under the soil. 
Immediately, then, the pivoted section 
of the wood springs back into place 
again, and the trap is set for another 
•victim. 


The darkest, handsomest and most 


expensive Siberian squirrels are found 
hi the Sacamina district, near the arctic 
circlk They are very scarce. A blouse 
of them, a blouse reaching only to the 
^waist, costs §250. A coat reaching a 
j little below tbe hips costs about $350. 
*An automobile coat, coming to the 


knees, costs $500. The next best qual- 
ity of skins comes from the Talutski 
district and the next from the Yene- 
seiki district. The cheapest skins (a 
light "color, tinged with red) come from 
Tobolsk and Kazan. 


Squirrel skins are all dressed in one 


place—in Weissenfels, a town that pro- 
duces a chemical clay and salt to t>e 
found nowhere else. This clay alone 


. will cure the skins in a proper manner. 


Twenty firms there are engaged in this 
business. America imported last year 
only 20,000 squirrel skins. These skins 
cost on an average 12 cents apiece. 
This year America has imported, up to ' 
the present time, 4,000,000 squirrel 
skins. They cost, on the average, 03 
cents a;
